Among other things, Dr. Gib 
son played a prominent part in 
SRI’s 1951 survey of Italian 
mechanical industries. In 1952 
he participated in a mission to 
Italy organized jointly by the 
Institute and the Organization 
for European Economic Coop- 
eration to study the nation’s 
facilities for industrial re- 
search, |

he has travelled extensively in 
connection with SRI’s interna 
tional activities. 

In 1957, under Ford Found- 
ation auspices, he studied econ-| 
omic development problems in 
India, Pakistan, Iran and other |

Women Voters’ League 
To Review Problems 


The League of Women Voters is an estimable organiza- 
tion that does what all of us should try to do— keep tabs 
on all phases of government. 

In the course of our day-to-day existence, it’s difficult 
for us to to do this. And yet the ladies of the League find 
time for it. 

We bring this up because local League members 
are undertaking one of their fact-finding missions that 
will take them from East Palo Alto to Half Moon Bay. 

It’s called a “Know Your County Tour” and is being 
done in connection with the county master plan study. The 
tour guide is George Laakso, senior county planner. 

The points of interest: East Palo Alto, the proposed 
Ladera dam site, the Stanford linear accelerator west of 
Menlo Park, the Chan research center site above Wood- 
side, the breakwater and harbor development at Half Moon 
Bay, Junipero Serra freeway route near Canada Road in 
Woodside. The trip begins at 10 a.m. today. 

When the ladies arrive via bus in East Palo Alto, 
Laakso will point out to them what is being done in the 
way of master planning for the area, and where the 
future development will come. 

We hope that they will take a careful look at our area 
and notice some of the problems caused by lack of plan- 
ning in the past. 

We hope they'll also take a side trip down one of the 
narrow but beautiful oak-shaded streets in Palo Alto Park 
and see that “East Palo Alto” is not all that the newspaper 
datelines might lead you to believe. 

The tour will also take the LWV to foothill areas 
where the next great burst of building activity will — 
and is — taking place. 

Parenthetically, it’s our opinion that planning resi- 
dential and restricted industrial uses for the foothills re- 
quires very careful study. 

We are not designers or architects, but it seems to us 
that the late Frank Lloyd Wright's theory of fitting the 
building to the landscape is preferable to bulldozing the 
tops of the foothills, filling the gullies with the dirt and then 
planting tract homes or eyesore office buildings thereon. 

At any rate, we hope the ladies find their trip interest- 
ing and informative. More of us should make the same 
effort to take a overall look at the south county and its 
future. 


New Rapid Transit 
Plan Needs Study 


We've been warned, and continue to be warned, that 
as the state’s population continues to grow, the number 
of automobiles on its streets and highways will also mush- 
room. 

More land, we're told, will be taken for freeways and 
parking garages; city areas will be knocked down to make 
space for traffic interchanges and parking garages and 
more suburban residential property will be taken off the 
tax rolls and rededicated to the use of moving people, 
rather than accommodating them for living. 

Now that the election of 1962 is over, however, we 
have time to sit back and recalculate alternatives. 

What about rapid transit? 

Is the attraction of driving an automobile so great, 
that we can afford to continue to expend huge amount of 
money, land, and convenience to it? 

And although the Bay Area Rapid Transit District's 
plan for a rapid transit system was abandoned for this 
county, are we sure that some alternate plan might not be 
better and less expensive? 

One of the new alternatives suggested has come to 
hand. It suggests basing a future rapid transit district on 
the present Southern Pacific lines, with provision for con- 
struction of a “Grand Central Station” in downtown San 
Francisco, in the vicinity of the present east bay terminal. 

Promoters of the plan are quick to point out that 
trackage already exists from the Southern Pacific’s Third 
and Townsend Street terminal, halfway to the proposed 
“Grand Central” location. 

The plans also calls for the construction of several 
lines within San Francisco itself — not of concern here, but 
at the same time, useful if a Peninsula commuter is to get 
maximum convenience from a proposed rapid transit dis- 
trict. 

If we're going to suppose that the rapid transit of the 
future is going to be based on wheels running on rails — 
whether aerial, subway, or surface—we have to concede 
that the proposal has merit. 
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Assessing Practices Clarified

When we make a mistake or 
give the wrong impression we 
do it in a big way. And the an- 
swers we get are bitter and 
really put us in our place. 

Our article of several weeks 
ago describing the property as- 
sessing program here and the 
methods used by the State 
Board of Equalization really 
raised hell for sure. 

No less than three State 
Board of Equalization mem- 
bers wrote us. The letters 
from Paul Leake of Wood- 
land and George Reilly of 
San Francisco were critical 
in a nice tone, but saying 
that I had been misinformed. 
The third member, John W. 
Lynch of Tulare, tore into 
the remarks in no uncertain 
terms. 


Just to refresh your memory 
we referred to the state board 
spot assessing practices as be- 
ing underhanded and_ that 
County Assessor Ralph Wood- 
man didn’t know which parcels 
were selected as samples. 

We were right and we were 
wrong, if that makes sense. 
Woodman does NOT know 
which parcels the board team 
selects, as we said. When test- 
ing is over, however, state 
board officials do go over the 
sampling figures with the local 
assessing office. Woodman still 
thinks some of the state fig- 
ures are wrong but evidently 
county officials carry no 
weight. 

We want to reprint a para- 
graph from Lynch’s letter: 

“TI am taking the liberty of 
enclosing a letter to the Hay- 
ward Review and factual 
statement of our assessment 
practices and reasons there- 
for. 

“I am particularly incensed 
at the statement appearing in 
the fourth paragraph of your 
editorial as follows: Even the 
county assessor doesn’t know 
which lands or improvements 
are used by the state men.’ To 
put it bluntly and badly, this is

an outright lie.” He goes on to 
add: “We have enough troubles 
of our own without shoulder- 
ing the assessor’s burden. If 
he can’t stand the burden, let 
him get out of office.” He clos 
es with “I might remind you 
that we are completely impar- 
tial as not a penny of property 
tax money is paid into the 
state treasury.” 

Evidently the Hayward 
Journal has been having its 
say against state board as- 
sessing practices. We quote 
from Lynch’s letter to the ed- 
itor of that paper: 

“The Collier bill passed by 
the legislature in 1959, pro 
vides that counties assessing 
above statewide ratio receive 
additional school money, thus 
allowing the assessor to reduce 
assessments to statewide ratio 
Counties assessing below state- 
wide ratio receive reduced 
school money, thus compelling 
the assessor to increase his as- 
sessment level. To prevent 
school districts from suffering 
because of lack of funds, the 
Winton bill passed by the 1961 
legislature, requires the county 
board of supervisors to enact 
a countywide special tax to 
produce the school tax that 
would have been received from 
the state if the assessment ratio 
had been at the statewide le- 
vel 

“Before the Collier bill was 
enacted, the county with a low 
assessment ratio received aa 
ditional school money from the 
state. The people of high ratio 
counties were not only paying 
for their own schools but pay- 
ing for the schools in the low 
ratio counties For the years 
1959, 1960 and 1961, Alameda 
county’s ratio was above the 
statewide average and addition- 
al thousands of dollars in 
school money were paid to the 
county. Not a taxpayer protest- 
ed, not a newspaper protested 
editorially. The same methods 
were used then, applied to all 
58 counties of the state. Sud- 
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denly, when the county ratio 
falls below the statewide level 
in 1962, the state’s methods are 
highhanded and dictatorial.” 
Lynch goes on to tell how 
the state agents are well 
trained and qualified to do 
an impartial job. Undoubted- 
ly they do their job well, but 
we are still of the opinion 
that outsiders are not as 
qualified to judge local mar- 
ket values as our own coun-

ty assessors. 

There can and should be a 
lot more cooperation shown 
from the state level in our 
opinion. 

We don’t want to get Wood- 
man in any more hot water 
with the state people so we 
want to stress the fact that 
state agents do confer with the 
local assessor — which does 
not change the fact that their 
decision is final and it is cost- 
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ing us a special tax of 11 cents 
this year. 

We're sure Mr. Woodman 
will laugh off Lynch’s “offer” 
to get out of office. He will con- 
tinue to do what he thinks fair 
to every property owner in the 
county whether the property 
owners or the State Board of 
Equalization thinks so or not. 
He is trying to upgrade val- 
ues and hopes to reach the 
state average this or next year. 
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The Ferry Boat May Make a Comeback 


Persons concerned with traf- 
fic congestion, the building of 
freeways and the development 
of rapid transit in the bay area 
might well find, some day, 
that. there’s a competitive 
method of transportation. 

If they do, they’ll probably 
also learn that the feasibility 
of such competitive transpor- 
tation devices was worked out 
in Menlo Park. 

For at Stanford Research 
Institute, they've been conduct- 
ing studies which indicate that 
new, high-speed “hydrofoil” 
craft can operate fesasibly in 
some instances. 

It might prove, true, ulti- 
mately, that such craft will 
supplement existing transpor- 
tation. 

News of SRI’s_ research 
along these lines is contain- 
ed in the current issue of the 
Institute’s booklet, “Research 
for Industry,” published to 
keep its clients informed on 
what’s going on at the huge 
research center at 333 Rav- 
enswood Ave.

Speed projections for hydro- 
foils would seem to indicate 
they'd make it possible to 
reach San Francisco from 
Menlo Park in a time at least 
comparable to that which can 
be achieved in an auto, should 
a San Francisco Bay hydrofoil 
line ever be chartered. 


Historically, the shores of 
San Francisco bay were for 
more than 100 years serviced 
by regular trading craft. 

An early terminal in this 
area was at Cooley’s landing, 
where bay shipping made 
regular calls in order to col- 
lect the produce of the area, 
and take it to market, as 
early as the 1850’s. 

The older, slower vessels 
couldn’t compete with the 
more rapid wheeled vehicles— 
the railroads and autos—of the 
more recent eras, however, and 
it was before the turn of the 
century that Cooley’s landing, 
at the foot of Bay Road in East 
Palo Alto, lost its commercial 
value as a shipping point.

But speakers representing 
the U.N. Secretariat appeared 
before the Foreign Policy As 
sociation, guests and, Carter 
said, inspired confidence in the 
international organization by 
their high caliber. 

“As a forum during the cri- 
sis, the United Nations has had 
a tremendous affect on world 
public opinion,” Carter observ 
ed. “It provided an opportuni 
ty for debate, so world prob 
dems can be worked out more 
soberly.” 

The SRI leader explained 
that during the days that fol 
lowed Kennedy’s announce- 
ment of the Cuban blockade, 
delegates from uncommitted 
nations were given a chance to 
learn whether representatives 
of east or west were in most 
cases telling the truth. 

“The United Nations is a 
product of what has gone be 
fore,” he said. 

“As it survives each crisis, 
it becomes stronger as the re- 
sult. 

“Most delegates seemed to 
feel that if war broke out as 
of the United Na- 
tions’ inability to stop it from 
doing so, the organization 
would lose status and purpose.” 

The Foreign Policy Associa 
tion’s meeting was close to the 
U.N. and many of the people 
who spoke before the dele- 
gates assembled represented 
the U.N., Carter said. There 
were absolutely no military ov 
ertones to the discussions of 
the crisis. 

Carter himself visited a se- 
curity council session on a pre- 
vious occasion and said he 
found the debate to be of the 
highest caliber. 

“The United Nations,” Car 
ter concluded, ‘provides a 
place for education and the for-

-Re-Deployment of Teachers 


Proceeding in 


Redeployment of teachers at 
Menlo Park District schools is 
proceeding, but at different 
rates and along different lines 
at the schools. 

But at all five schools of the 
district, the pattern calls for 
more efficient use of faculty 
and more efficient grouping of 
children at all grade levels, ac- 
cording to reports given dis- 
trict trustees here Tuesday 
night. 

In some 
the major 


schools, however, 
changes have been 
in the kindergarten and pri- 
mary grades and in others, in 
the upper grades. 

At the end of the reports, 
school district trustees re- 
ported themselves pleased 
with progress thus far and 
urged the principals to con- 
tinue working on program 
modifications with an eye to 
doing as much experiment- 
ing as possible. 

Reports included the follow- 
ing in formation: 

At Encinal School, according 
to Principal Mrs. Ina Porter, a 
“dual progress plan” has been 
put into effect. One teacher 
conducts class instruction in 
the basic subjects including 
language arts and a second, in 
special subjects, such as math, 
science and physical education 

The division along these 
lines actually starts in the fifth 
grade, she said.
